IN INSURANCE SUIT 


Jury Decides Musician’s Death 
Was Accident, Not ‘‘Inc#dant,”’ 
as Defense Argued. 


A verdict in favor of Mrs. Blanche 
Zach of Roxbury, Mass., widow of 
Max Zach, 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, was rer 
turned today by a jury’ in Circuit 
Judge Rutledge’s court, in Mrs. 
Zach's suit against the Fidelity and 
Casualty Co. of New York, on a $7500 
accident insurance policy on Zach's 
life. The jury awarded Mrs. Zach 
$7500, the full amount of her claim. 

Zach died in St. Louis Feb. 3 last 


of pneumonia, alleged to have been 
superinduced by infection, following 
held on accident policy, which = he 
took out in Boston in 1909. 

Mrs. Zach contended that the 
cause of death was an accident, with- 
in the meaning of the policy and un- 
der the laws of Missouri. The de- 
fence contended that the fata! infec- 
tion was not an accident, but rather 
an incident of an operation intention- 
ally performed. 

Arguinecnt of Defense. 

A decision of a Massachusetts 
court was introduced by the defense 
to the effect that an infection result- 
ing from an operation intentionally 
performed, and voluntarily submftted 
to, was not ground for collection of 
an accident policy. The defense con- 
tended thaf, as the policy was issued 
‘in Massachusetts, the precedent cited 
should apply here. 

Judge Rutledge held that Missouri 
law must govern fWf® issues of the 
present. suit. Testimony was given 


to the effect that such a result from, 


the extraction of a tooth was un- 
usual. 


Drs. Frank Fry and Ellsworth 
Smith testified that they were called 
into consultation and found’ thar 
Zach was suffering from septic men- 
ingitis which developed into bron- 
chial pneumonia, the primary cause 
in their opinion being the pulling of 
the tooth. 

Testimony of Dentist. 


Harry M. Fisher, a dentist, testi- 
fying as an expert, said such occur- 
rences are very rare. He said that 
he had been in business 11 years 
and had never had a case of the 
kind, though he pulled an average of 
15,000 teeth a year. 

Mrs. Zach testified that when she 
last saw her husband a few weeks 
before his death he was apparently 
in good health.

She 
understood the condition of those | 


disabled men who were learning to . 
@o beautiful handiwork—some as a

selves self-supporting. | 


These men had told Mrs. Harris , 


‘and others who accompanied her, | 


their troubles and their ambitions | 
They displayed baskets, lamps, toys, | 
rugs and other articles which they 
had fashioned from bits of wicker, 
pieces of cloth and biocks of wood. 

‘What do you do with these 
beautiful articles?” the women had | 
asked. 

“Well.” replied one young man 
who was busily engaged in paint- 
ing a basket. “people come here | 
sometimes and buy them, but most 
of the things have to be sent to 
Washington for distribution.” 

“Wouldn't it be a good idea to 
place downtown to _ selil 
them?” suggested one of the women. 

“We tried it a couple of times,” 
this same soldier continued. “Sev- 
eral of the stores gave us space, but | 
folks didn’t seem to be much inter- | 
ested.” . 

Tt was such remarks that set the | 
women to thinking They sought 
officials of the handicap schools 
learn whether the soldier had exag- 
gerated.

Mrs. Harris is the volunteer chair- | 
man and manager of the shop. Mrs. | 
George Dietz, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the Wom- 
an’s Chamber of Commerce, also has 
been imterested in its direction. The 
saleswomen are members of the vari- 
ous clubs represented in the organi- | 
zation. and simce Dec. 1 have been | 
reporting for service on certain days | 
each week with the punctuality of | 
paid workers. 

The shop is to remain open only | 
until the close of the Christmas shop- | 
ping season, but the women hope to 


conduct similar shops from time to | 
time as an aid to the disabled so!- 
diers. During the first three weeks | 
sales totaled approximately $800. , 
However, many things remain to be 
sold and the women expect to make

Defines_Employers’ Rights. 

“I feel,” Judge Faris said, “that 
no one will have the temerity to 
deny that a man may work for 
whom he pleases, upon such terms 
‘ot wage or of condition he 
pleases, or even without any reason, 
or any sufficient reason at 
need scarcely be said that the em- 
ployer has ‘equally broad rights; he 
may hire anyone whom he pleases, 
at such wages as the hirer the 
hired may mutually agree on, and he 
may cause the employe to work 
under such conditions as may be 
agreed upon, for such hours as may 
be mutually satisfactory, and may 
‘discharge such employe with or 
without cause, §* he sees ffit. But 
these rights d@@ not confer upon the 
employe the power to conspire, 
agree or confederate 
so quit, or not to work for another, 
when such quitting is begotten-of a 
conspiracy, which conspiracy has 
the effect to work irreparable in- 
jury to those engaged in interstate 
/commerce.”’ 

The plaintiff in the suit was the 
Shea & Donnelly Co., operating in 
the Bedford field, and Charles J. 
' Lammert, president of the Building 
Trades Council, headed the list of 
defendants. Judge Faris, in_his de- 
cision, recites that before June 1 last 
a contract was in force between the 
Internationa! Cut

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INHUMANITY TO IMMIGRANTS. 


Fines to the limit of the law have been ordered by 
the Secretary of Labor assessed against the Cunard 
steamship line for violation of the immigration law. | 
Just what fines are possible under the “limit of the 
law” remains to be seen. But that this intended pun- 
ishment will either fall short of fitting the offense or 
fail entirely is implied in the fact that diplomatic 
representations are to be made to the British Gov- 
ernment to intercede against abuses committed by its 
steamship lines against humanity, if not against the 
immigration statute. 

The fact which ultimately must be admitted is that 
the law itself is without much justification either in 
reason or humanity. For want of a principle on 
which to limit immigration the arbitrary rule was 
adopted whereby entrants from each nation were 
limited to a percentage of its nationals already resid- 
ing here. The inhumanity of the law has been in evi- 
gence ever since it became operative. It has kept ap- 
plicants for admission waiting in stockades at Ellis 
Island for weeks. It has necessitated deportations 
and caused despair. It has left to competing steam- 
ship lines the dispensation of mercy! 

The recent law was énacted to prevent limitless 
dumping of immigrants on our shores from impov- 
erished Europe. Better it would have been had the 
ports been closed entirely than that such sparse ad- 
mittanmce at such an expense of anguish were granted. 
Congress was in session for seven months with an 
output of legislation that invites the question of 
how it could have been putting in-its time. A thor- 
ough, sciefitific study of the immigration question 
with the end of adopting a humane, rational and con- 
structive policy might have averted a situation which 
is bad for everybody concerned.

He has had a long time to think it all ever 
on his woodpile in Holland, bu 
mastered the big idea. The 
you are armed to the teeth 
afraid of you There may be som 
to who struck the first biow, bu 
none as to why people feared and disliked 
The Kaiser is not good at primary causes. 
was the primary cause of the war, which pretty 
much everrone saw coming much as one would 
stand out in the yard somewhere in Kansas 
and watch a tornado approach. He has missed 
an opportunity to blow up one of the worst 
fallacies of all history. Had he climbed off his 
woodpile after some years of quiet reflection 
and said that militarism had turned out to bea 
terrible mistake, h rould have softened some- 
what the heart of an injured world. He gave 
mil Tossibly the other 
great militarists of history, most of whom ulti- 
mately landed upon woodpiles and islands, did 
not conduct a test entirely congincing to a mod- 
ern militarvw expert like the Kaiser It is en- 
tirely thinkable that he saw respects in which 
they were not aitogether scientific. If so. we 
are sure mo one in our era will question the 
thoroughness of the test conducted by the 
Kaiser himself. It was a dandy, and it landed 
him upon a woodpiie in Holland. An excellent 
military scientist, he proves at length a sorry 
philosopher Hie did cause the war, and its 
end found precisely the right man on the saw- 
buck. There has never been any great dif- 
ference of opinion abeut that, and there never 
will be.

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The Kaiser is not as smart as the Japanese, 
who found themselves about to become the pri- 
mary cause of another great conflict and began 
to back up. The Japanese are the cleverest peo- 
pie with whom we have ever had to deal. Con- 
sider their history from the day Commodore 
Perry opened the first Japanese port to foreign 
commerce in 1852, and ask yourself when that 
feat has been matched by another people. Of 
course, the Kaiser had a ring of enemies. Japan 
was making a ring of enemies. She suddenly 
tummed about and set out make a ring of 
friends. If she adheres to this latter course 
we shall not only have peace in the Pacific. but 
we shall see Japan become an even greater 
power than she is. They that live br the sword 
perish by the sword. For 19 rears prior to the 
great war there was littie else heard in the 
world but the rattle of Germany's sword. There 
Was not a country of the first magnitude which 
she di hot try to biuft. and when she went to 
battle she found 21 other countries piling on 
top of he: It was a sublime wpectacle in hu- 
man philosophy A very oid and powerfu! fa!- 
lacy—the fallacy of preparedness—had come t> 
fudgment. Nobody believes in it any more. The 
flickering shadows of belief in it are used mere- 
ly for bluffing in diplomatic palaver. as 
French have just used it at the poem n 
conference. If France thought she had to build 
19 modern dreadnoughts in the next decade she 
would be driven frantic.

Fresh and Pasteurized Milk. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


N YESTERDAY'S issue I read an ar- 


ticle on certified milk under signature 

of W. M. Chauvenet. I belong to New 

_ Zealand, where I am Government analyst 
for one of the provinces or states, and 

‘ N. Z. handles a large quantity of milk 
for dried and condensed milk, butter, 
cheese, etc., as well as its town supplies 

, for adults and children, and takes a 
*yreat interest in milk questions. In N. 
Z we have “fresh” and “pasteurized” 
‘Yhilk, the former being used for infants, 
Jbpth in its natural state and for the 
spreparation of humanized milk. It seema 
‘to me that St. Louis needs these two va- 
 Pheties. Pasteurized milk is free from 
pathogenic organisms and suitable for 
general food purposes, having lost none 
of its chemical food principles except 
_ @ne—vitamines. But for feeding babies, 
_ fresh (unpasteurized) milk seems to give 
tter results as far as I can gather after 

; years’ experience. It is common 
knowledge amongst analysts that heating 
milk to 145 degrees F. (1. e., pasteuriza~ 
hn) changes its character, and it is 

ite easy to distinguish between fresh 
and pasteurized milk by chemical test. 

_ cannot see why there should be any ob- 
fection to certified milk provided the 


' @Miries supplying it are properly inspect- 


ed and controlled. I presume the dairies 
supplying certified milk use unly cows 
_ which have been tested to the satisfac- 
“tion of the public Health Department in

-@asy for that same department to check- 
est such milk sufficiently often to insure 
' gafety. The whole matter lends itself 
readily to complete control by the pre-

trasting views of the bond issue which should be 
voted on in the near future to meet the needs of 
St. Louis. 

W. Frank Carter, former president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, took the broad view that all of the 
projects included in the Post-Dispatch survey of 
the necessary and desirable public improvements 


should be embraced in a bond issue and voted by the 
people. He submitted a strong argument for every 
one, declaring that all were necessary in the sense 
that St. Louis would be hampered if any one were 
rejected and would need all in the near future for 
the proper development of the city and the require- 
ments of citizens. 

On the other hand, Martin Shaughnessy, who has 
opposed most of the bond projectsg took the narrow 
view that only immediate necessities should be pro- 
vided for by means of a bond issue. He reduced 
them to three—the major street plan, sewer repairs 
and extension and parks and playgrounds. These are 
bare necessities. He rejects the new waterworks 
plant, the auditorium and the River des Peres im- 
provement as wholly unnecessary. 

Mr. Shaughnessy goes beyond accepting merely a 
minimum of necessities. He objects in detail to the 
projects he accepts. He doesn’t want the major 
street plan as devised by the City Plan Commission. 
He wants to amend the sewer plans. His objection to 
the waterworks is based upon his own opinion that 
a new plant is not needed, rejecting the conclu- 
sions of engineers and other experts, based upon thor- 
ough investigations. 

It is evident that if Mr. Shaughnessy’s policy is 
followed by citizens generally St. Louis will never 
get anywhere. If each citizen is to reject the con- 
clusions of engineers and other experts, based upon 
careful investigation, and insist upon his own views, 
not only of the needs of the city but concerning the 
details of the plan, we will never get united and 
harmonious action for the benefit of St. Louis. If 
we do not follow the methods of all sound planning 
and obtain the conclysions of thoroughly informed 
specialists as to what should be done and how, we 
will be lost in a maze of confused and conflicting 
projects. Each voter cannot make a thorough study 
of the street system of St. Louis ‘and work out 
changes which give the largest facilities for traffic 
at the least cost. Each citizen cannot work out a 
detached plan of the sewers requiring expansion or 
repairs. Each citizen cannot estimate accurately the 
ratio of the water supply to population now and in 
the future. Good business men may decide upon 
the general needs of their plants, but they trust the 
accurate calculations and detailed planning to archi- 
tectural and engineering experts. Citizens of a great 
city must follow the same plan. 

The City Plan Commission is a’ thoroughly com- 
petent body, which has devoted years to study and 
planning of the needs of St. Louis as to street traf- 
fic. The major street plan represents a complete 
and correlated project admirably designed to meet 
these needs. The sewer projects are the result of sim- 
ilar study and planning. So much of the River des 
Peres plan as is designed to carry off flood water and 
cover the open sewer running through the west end 
of the city should be adopted. The auditorium is 


shall be equipped with a capacious auditorium build- 
ing for great public gatherings and conventions, as 
other competitive cities of its class are, or shall be 
without this necessary and profitable municipal 
equipment. We must accept the decisions of the 
Water Commissioner and his expert assistants or risk 
in the near future an inadequate water supply—an 
unmitigated calamity which will bring unmeasured 
sufferings on the city.

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| WARRIOR AND STUDENT. 

In his powerful speech before the Dail Eireann 
urging ratification of the Anglo-Irish peace treaty 
Arthur Griffith made a number of striking points of 
a practical character. It was largely the speech of 
the realist accustomed to dealing with concrete facts 
and measuring values’ according to their immediate 
and intrinsic worth. But sound statesmanship was 
also revealed in the keen appraisal of “the imponder- 
ables.” 

Referring to De Valera’s visit to America and the 
position of the English at that time as an enemy trying 
to interfere with the liberties of the Irish people, Mr. 
Griffith contrasted that situation with the present 
status. England is no longer an oppressor of Ire- 
land. Should the treaty be rejected, the speaker said, 
Ireland would not be fighting an aggressor bent on 
conquest, but “would be fighting against the sym- 
pathy of the world and all the nations comprising 
the British commonwealth.” 

It is astonishing. that this truth has escaped De 
Valera, who, because of his scholarly training and 
profession and relative immunity from the rough- 
and-tumble of life, would, presumably, be more likely 
to perceive it. It is Griffith, the fighter, who is dis- 
playing the clearer vision in this critical hour. The 
man of action is proving himself the deeper thinker 
and safer leader. 

Griffith’s support of the treaty, from the stand- 
point of Ireland’s welfare, is readily understood; he 
knows what war is and what the alternative of re- 
jection is. But how are we to account for his ability 
the more accurately to measure world sentiment?

The Kaiser says he did not cause the war, 
for which he blames the enemies of Germany. 
He has had a long time to think it all over 
on his woodpile in Holland, but he has not yet 
mastered the big idea. The big idea is that if 
you are armed to the teeth other people ‘ire 
afraid of you. There may be some dispute as 
to who struck the first blow, but there can be 
none as to why people feared and disliked you. 
The Kaiser is not good at primary causes. He 
was the primary cause of the war, which pretty 
much everyone saw coming much as one would 
stand out in the yard somewhere in Kansas 
and watch a tornado approach. He has missed 
an opportunity to blow up one of the worst 
fallacies of all history. Had he climbed off his 
woodpile after some years of quiet reflection 
and said that militarism had turned out to bea 
terrible mistake, he would have softened some- 
what the heart of an injured world. He gave 
militarism its acid test. Possibly the other 
great militarists of history, most of whom ulti- 
mately. landed upon woodpiles and islands, did 
not conduct a test entirely congincing to a mod- 
ern military expert like the Kaiser. It is en- 
tirely thinkable that he saw respects in which 
they were not altogether scientific. If so, we 
are sure no one in our era will question the 
thoroughness of the test conducted by the 
Kaiser himself. It was a dandy, and it landed 
him upon a woodpile in Holland. An excellent 
military scientist, he proves at length a sorry 
philosopher. He did cause the war, and its 
end found precisely the right man on the saw- 
buck. There has never been any great dif- 
ference of opinion about that, and there never 
will be. 

* « * 

The Kaiser is not as smart as the Japanese, 
who found themselves about to become the pri- 
mary cause of another great conflict and began 
to back up. The Japanese are the cleverest peo- 
ple with whom we have ever had to deal. Con- 
sider their history from the day Commodore 
Perry opened the first Japanese port to foreign 
commerce in 1852, and ask yourself when that 
feat has been matched by another people. Of 
course, the Kaiser had a ring of enemies. Japan 
was making a ring of enemies. She suddenly 
turned about and set out to make a ring of 
friends. If she adheres to this latter course 
we shall not only have peace in the Pacific, but 
we shall see Japan become an even greater 
power than sheis. They that live by the sword 
perish by the sword. For 10 years prior to the 
great war there was little else heard in the 
world but the rattle of Germany’s sword. There 
was not a country of the first magnitude which 
she did not try to bluff. and when she went to 
battle she found 21 other countries piling on 
top of her. It was a sublime spectacle in hu- 
man philosophy. A very old and powerful fal- 
lacy—the fallacy of preparedness—had come to 
judgment. Nobody believes in it any more. The 
fliakering shadows of belief in it are used mere- 
ly for bluffing in diplomatic palaver, as t 
French have just used it at the disarmam 
conference. If France thought she had to build 
10 modern dreadnoughts in the next decade she 
would be driven frantic.
